Manitoba to Get 
Alberta Cattle 


WINNIPEG.—Movement of cattle 
from Alberta and Saskatchewan 
drouth areas under the federal gov- 
ernment pooling plan to Manitoba 
grass lands will start in two weeks, 


Hon. J. S.. McDiarmid, Manitoba 
minister of mines and resources said 
Saturday. 


Announcement was made following 
a. conference between Mr. McDiar- 
mid and Dominion livestock officials. 
It is expected 50,000 -head of cattle 
will be brought from drouth areas 
to Spruce Woods reserve, 100 miles 
west of Winnipeg, within the next 
month. 

Livestock men estimated 400,000 
would be brought to Manitoba pe- 
,fore the close of the season. They 
said the movement should not be- 
j}come too active until grain crops had 
been harvested.

At one time, Hetty Green was the 
richest woman in America. At her 
death, she was worth at least $65,- 
000,000, possibly $100,000,000. Yet

clothes than Hetty Green wore, eats 
a better dinner, and sleeps in a bet- 
ter bed. . 

Her income was $5 a minute, or 
$300 an hour; yet she would buy a 
morning newspaper for two cents, 
read it, and then have it sold again. 

On cold winter days, she often 
padded herself with newspapers to 
keep warm. She bought a couple of 
railroads outright—bought them 
lock, stock, and barrel—and_ she 
owned bonds of almost every rail- 
road in the country; yet when she 
was taking a train journey, she 
never indulged in the luxury of a 
Pullman berth, but sat up all night 
in the day coach. 

Once she invited her friends to 
meet her at the Parker House in 
Boston for a dinner party. Every- 
one expected it to be quite an affair. 
Ladies appeared in their evening 
wraps, and the gentlemen wore din- 
ner coats. But after her guests had 
arrived, Hetty led them out of the 
hotel and walked them a long dis- 
tance to a cheap boarding house and.

SHELTER BELTS AND SOIL 
MOISTURE 

The moisture condjtion near shel- 
ter belts is increased by two main 
factors: during the winter a shelter 
belt builds up a snow-drift, which 
melts in the spring to augment the 
soil moisture, supply; and a shelter 
belt, in reducing the velocity of the 
wind, lowers the evaporation from 
the soil and the transportat:on from 
growing plants. 

During the past two years, studies 
have been conducted at the Soil Re- 
search Laboratory at Swift Current, 
Sask., to determine the extent of in- 
fluence and the practical value of 
shelter belts in moisture 
tion. In this work, notes have been 
made of wind velocity, evaporation 
rate, soil moisture, and crop ‘yteld 
near field shelters. The following 
typical results will give some idea 
of the influence of the prairie farm 
shelter belt.

The potato is a very old vegetable. 
It was cultivated by the-Inca peo- 
ples of pre-Columbian America and 
in the 16th century reached Spain by 
way of Peru. Later Virginians car 
ried the plant to Ireland, thence to 
Lancashire, England. Subsequently 
it spread to all temperate and sub- 
tropical countries and ranks next to 
cereal grains as a food plant for 
man and cattle.

HOW TO GET RID OF THE BED BUG 


Most housewives hold him in horror, more from the’ social stigm: 
of his presence than from fear of his bite. Still every experienced traveller 
will admit both the possibility of invasion of the most respectable house 
nolds and also that to some people a bed bug bite is more than a merc 
annoyance. 

The most certain fumigant is hydrocyanic acid, which kills both adult: 
ind their eggs. It,is extremely dangerous and should never be used excep’ 
ander direction of the health department. Sulphur fumes will kill the bug: 
ut not the eggs. They tarnish metals and bleach anything that has beer 
colored with a vegetable dye. But sulphur is not dangerous and used ir 
conjunction with insect sprays of various kinds will usually free a houst 
of Bi sain . fie 

good spray is made of one part denatured alcohol and two $ 
of water. This will kill the bugs quickly and even the eggs if they eat 
wet for an hour or more. This spray is not inflammable. 
_ ._ Advantage may be taken of the hot weather to free a: house from 
ced bugs (and other insects) by heat. Insects are very sensitive to higt - 
‘emperatures; you may have noticed how quickly any of them die in ho 
water. If by using the furnace and stoves you can bring the temperature
